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L An Account of the Map of France, accord » 
ing to the Obfervations of M M. Picard, and 
de la Hire *, takgn front the Recueil d’Ob- 
fervations faites en plufieurs Voyages, &>c.

W E thought it convenient in this place to prelent 
you in the following Map, with the Refuk of 
the Obfervations that have been made for the cor red¬ 
ing of it to the end, that in one Figure alone, may appear 
whatfoever they contain, and wherein they differ from 
what is laid down in the Map, which Monfieur Sanfou, 
one of the mod Illuftrious Geographers of this Age, 
prefented to the Dauphin, An. 1679. 

What hath been noted ia pointed lines, is exa&ly co- 
pyed according to this Map, which hath been reduced 
to the half. The names of Cities, whofe fituation is 
alfo taken from this Map, are written in Italian Chara- 
ders ; the corredion of the pofftion of Coafts,which is 
deducd from preceding Obfervations, is marked with 
a fsngle Stroke, with a little fhadowing towards the Sea 
as is commonly done; and the Names of the Cities, 
whofe Situation is corre&ed, are fet down in Roman 
Charaders. 

tbcdegrees of Latitude, or Elevation of the Pole, 
are Marked on both fides of the Border; fb that it 
is eafie to perceive the Corrections that ought to be 
made in the Elevations of the Pole, of thofe places 
that are Marked As for the Degrees of Longitude, 
which likewife ferve to underftand the difference of 
the Meridians of the places propofed j they are 
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Marked in the fame Border above and below j but the 
Divifion of them begins at the Meridian that pa fees 
through the Obfervatory at Parity by going to Eaft 
and Weft; fo that the difference of Longitude of 
the places Marked in this Map, appears to be the 
feme which is delivered in the Obferv&tions that 
have been made in thole very places, and with Cor- 
relpondence to the Obfervatory : we judged that 
Longitudes were not to be Marked as they com¬ 
monly are in Maps, beginning at the file of Fer t 
as hath been eftablilhed, becaule we do not exa&ly 
know the Situation of this Ifland, in refnetft of the 
Obfervatory. 

We have here propofed Monfieur Sanfons Map, 
as the moft exalt of all the Modern ones that* 
(rave,been Puhlilhed; only to make Mappear, how 
different Obfervations are from the Relations and 
Memoirs , upon which the moft excellent Geogra¬ 
phers , are obliged to go to work, and that fuch 
Faults ought not to be imputed to them, as may 
be obferved in this Map, touching the Situation of 
tlfe Coafts of Languedoc and Provence , which come 
far fhort of Truth, as to the Elevations of the Pole* 
which may be eafily enough obferved. 
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
